SUBJECT: Project AEFREEMAN 



1. In concurring in the renewal of this project, we wish 
to recommend (with reference to our recent oral discussion with 
C/SR/CA)that the following action be taken during the remainder 
of FY 63. 



a. A serious effort should be made to collect information 
on audience reaction to radio broadcasts to the Baltic countries 
particularly to those carried by Radio Madrid. The assistance 
of Radio Liberty's and RFE's audience analysis facilities may 
be of value in this connection. The continuation of the Radio 
Madrid programs beyond FY 63 should be reconsidered in 

the light of results achieved, as well as with reference to the 
political situation in Spain. 

b. To the extent that it is valuable for specific propaganda 
and political action purposes, activity directed at persons 
from Afro-Asian and other emergent areas should be developed 
tinder closer supervision than has apparently been possible 
recently. Persons engaged in this contact activity whose 
performance and potential are limited, should be phased out and 
only those who display imagination, energy and produce results 
should be retained. 

2. We note that this project is being renewed for £_ 3 less 

than the amount provided for in SR's FY 1963 Operational Program. 

We hope that this amount can be utilised by SR Division to launch 
new or stepped up CA operations in fields which need greater attention.

A. Current Objectives 

Project ASFRES4AN, a consolidation of Projects AEPGLE, ASMS ID 
and AJ5FLAG, is the only CIA CA project targeted solely against the three 
Soviet -occupied Baltic States of Estonia, Latvia and Lithuania. The uri- 
nary objectives of this project remain as in the past! the strengthening 
of the national Identity of the Baltic peoples end their will to oppose 
CoBBKtnlstt, Soviet domination and Russification by the encouragement of 
revisionist sad evolutionary tendencies, by Maintaining the pro-Western 
and pro-American orientation of the Baltic people and by contributing 
directly to the intellectual growth and self-expression of the people 
and their cultural leaders through a program calculated to bring then the 
truth about world issues and the position on them which 1b held by the 
Western powers and the Baltic emigres in exile. The secondary objective 
of this project remains that of exposing the Afro -Asian and "emerging" 
nations to the "Baltic story", one of sacvage exploitation, colonialism, 
russification and athslsa. 

Attempts will be made to achieve these objectives during the 
present fiscal year through a number of specific activities which are 
calculated to directly or indirectly bring about the desired project goals 
These activities will Include 



1. the overall direction, guidance and financing of 
Baltic broadcasts from Radio Madrid, Radio Bene and to a much 
lesser degree Radio Vatican; 

S. the initiation, direction and control of certain selected 
mailing and letter operations which are directed against specific 
targets for the attainment of specific operational goals) 



3. the recruitment, direction and control of certain selected 
agent assets who will be utilised In Helsinki during the Youth 
Festival for sophisticated covert action operations involving 
visitors and delegates from the Soviet -occupied Baltic States 
and from the "emerging areas "j 

h. the selection, preparation and transmission to Helsinki 
of selected printed materials for use by anti-Soviet delegates 
to the World Youth Festival; 




5* the preparation of mterlals and the presentation of CA 
briefings to legal travellers to the Soviet-occupied Baltic 
States; 

6. the exploitation for GA purposes of all contacts with 
fioviet-Balt visitors, residents and tourists not In the Vest; 

7* the financial end technical support of specific operations 
of a GA nature which are uBdor tataa by Baltic exile groups in 
the west;

Fapdl -»ii The funding of the Project has worked out quite well 
in the p&eV and is essentially one of direst payment to agents for partic- 
ular services performed. Only in the case of the Lithuanians is there a 
payment to an emigre organisation, and even in this case the payment 
ia foJr performance of specific services which KUBARK 
requests and for which payment is aade. Ho payments are made to support 
the emigre group or its leaders per ae. All monies paid out will continue 
to he accounted fen* in detail* 

0* Intelligence Production 

This project la sot calculated to produce intelligence hut is 
slated to exploit the knows anti -Soviet, anti -Ru s si a n and anti -Communist 
sentiments of tbs exploited end oppressed Baltic peoples ae indicated in 
the "Objectives", above* 

B. Effectiveness 



1. The effectiveness of the activities undertaken by this pro- 
ject must of necessity remain largely clouded in speculation, for it 
is most difficult to measure or assess the impact or reaction of 
such operations. Within realistic bemads, however, it Is believed 
that the project la effective aad that the Soviets would much prefer 
Its activity to cease* Soviet jamming of the five Baltic programs 
funded under this project has increased and is more intense than ever 
before, in itself an indication of the effectiveness of the trans- 
mitted propaganda. Baltic covert action operations can also claim 
effectiveness since of late there has been a great increase in the 
vlolousness of the Soviet attacks against the propaganda activities 
aad the Baltic leadership which sponsors these activities. The 
Baltic people refuse to beeeme apathetic, to s u rrender to Russifi- 
cation, to give up their religious beliefs or to admit they ere 

part of the Soviet empire. Xt is felt that this moral fiber aad 
aatlonalietle vigor on the part of the Soviet Balts have been, in 
part, a reeult of the effective action of the an/2/Baltic covert 
action program. 

2. Seven Baltic Americans from the Waited States and two Balts 
from Europe have been dispatched to Bslslaki and the World Youth 
festival. In addition, a number of special printings have been 
made which emphasise the those of Soviet colonialism, man's quest 
for freedom, and the baaio declaration of human rights to which 
all men are eligible. This has included the translation and 
printing of The Hew Class in Lithuanian, the printing of the 
Waited Nations Declaration of Human Rights, monthly editions of

3 . The baching of the Joint Baltic American Committee, which 
CIA was instrumental in creating, has continued to flourish during 
the past year, and its activities included a Press Conference in 
Washington and a successful appeal to Mward R. Marrow who refused 
to attend a Soviet book exhibition in Wheaton, Maryland, when he 
uns informed that the exhibition c ont ai n ed materials from the 
Soviet -occupied Baltic areas, as veil as other political action 
activities. Any successes of this group axe replayed into tbs 
Baltic States for Internal consumption. 



B. Problems 

there were no serious problems during the past project period, 
although several Incidents of more than routine interest did occur . It 
is believed that the personnel changes and funding innovations listed 
previously will eliminate most of the possible security, cover and control 
problems which have appeared In the past and which remain to some extent 
at present. 

t. Liaison 



There is no liaison with other g o vern ments, Intelligence services 
or security services. 



0 . Interagency Coordination 



There is usually no need for coordination with other V. S. 
governmental agencies. However, it is occasionally necessary to clear 
CIA* s contact of some potential asset with his 0 . s. Government employer 
before recruitment is effected. 

H. Pleas 

The plans for Fiscal Year 1963 differ in only one main regard 
from previous project activity. There will be an increasing attempt 
made to develop unilateral GA operations without the knowledge or parti* 
cip&tlon of the Baltic emigre groups and their leaders. Apart from 
thin change in plan, most of the efforts of the past will continue In 
an attempt to develop a coordinated and unified Baltic propaganda effort 



targeted directly and indirectly against the Soviet -occupied Baltic 
States and their people who thirst for freedom, independence and the 
opportunity to determine their fates and political fortunes for them- 
selves. It is expected that the activities planned under Project 
AERU3BMAS can he effectively end successfully realized even with a 
budget which Is C CD below the Fiscal Year 1962 expense figure 
and almost C 33 below the figure which was used for Fiscal Year 
1963 planning purposes some months ago. It should be noted that 
XC C *** be « n Piloted for unilateral "black" operations which 
will supplement other direct and "transmission belt" covert action 
operations.
